On May 8, 1783, Richard Harvey made a will in Albemarle County, Virginia, which was probated in Oglethorpe County, Georgia, 
in 1800. Though faded and deteriated in places, the following is ledgible. There are bequest to my dear Mother of negro, Stephen and 
negro wench, Ester; an amount of money is set aside to persons whose names are unreadable, but whom, where the first Virginia 
storekeepers to befriend him, the testator feels obliged to remember them as being instrumental in the testators success in building his 
estate. A hogshead of tobacco should be sent to my schoolmaster, Mr. Alex’r McCaul of Glasgow, Scotland. The residue of the estate 
to be divided among the children of his brothers, John, Daniel, and William Harvey, after his nephew, Daniel Gains Moore, comes 
of age. His sisters, Mary Meriweather, Margaret Davenport, Elizabeth Marks, and Jennett Jordan are left a cash legacy. 
Executors, John Daniel, and William Harvey, and Charles (?) Irving. Witnesses: Frances Meriweather, Christopher Clark, and 
Mordecail Hord.

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Cigar Box Mystery 


A short while ago my daughter brought me an old cigar box that a friend of hers had given her and ask me if I knew anything about 
the Company or the owners. I was intrigued. The lid of the box is brown with a quarter inch red border with what appears to be a tobacco 
plant etched in the center of the lid and Portland on a banner through the center of the plant and Beauties on a banner beneath the plant. 
Under this is printed Pact No 85 Dis ARK 60. The inside of the box lid has a beautiful picture of two fashionable ladies, arose, a bundle 
of cigars, and patriotic bunting with the name Portland Beauties on a banner across the top. The copyright date is 1893, by Schmidt 
and Co. N.Y This inside part of the box is in fairly good condition, albeit flaking on the edges. The label in the lower portion of the 
box states, D. P. Branstetter & Son, Manufactures, Portland, Ark. There is a portion of a blue federal or state stamp that was around 
one end of the box. 


I found that D. P. Branstetter married Agnes E. Dennis on December 25, 1893, Book F, page 521, Ashley County Marriage Records 
1888-1899. There was also a notice in the Ashley County Eagle of their marriage in Portland township. I have not found them on the 
1900 census record. Who were these people? Did they grow the tobacco and make the cigars here? Manufacture the boxes? Does anyone 
have any information about this company or these people?
